The textile industry in Poland is’ centralised. In all the pa lati-~ 
nate towns and in other larger places there are ao eeenOntee 
producing ready-made clothes of all,kind. The central of thisrine 
dustry is in LODZ. Two such factories are in SZCZBCIN under she nae 
me Nadodrzanskie (-above Oder River) Establishments of Text Le In - 


| dustry; now @iministrationally divided into two parts to incite 


the concurrence of work. In these establishments about 700. women 


are emloyed. Men among then are only mechanics and in the di rection. 
The factory works in two shifts, each 8 hours daily. In each, fac- 
tory there is about 50 motor machines and about 300 knife ma shines. 
The work only according to norms. The daily norm of one sompstress 
working at the machine is 70 dressing-gowns. 

Because the word"szlafrok" (dressing- “gon, morning-gown) is of Ger~ 
man , a competition was opened for the new corresponding Polish 
word. The word "podomek"t has been accepted and since then it 4s 
used generally in official texts, advertisements, etc. 
The norm of 70 dressing-gowns is realised on 10 knife machin3s 
operated by 10 sempstresses. New sempstresses obtain in the first 
15 days lower (on 30 %) norms to be gradually accustomed to the 
work, The whole work 1s mechanised, even << cutting. The wonen 
try to do over norms in order to earn more money - their salary
